Now that the condition of the municipal 
fwimmlng pool has been called to the atten- 
tion of the people of Twin Falla, and the city 
olflclala In tum have Indicated the munici- 
pality doesn't have Eufflclent fundi to make 
all the Improvements recommended by the 
state department of public health, the prob- 
lem presents our civic arsanliatlona with a 
real challensc. 

As the Times-News has pointed out. there 
Is a possibility of the pool being condemned 
this comlns season If necessary repairs and 
Improvements are not made beforehand. To 
avoid such a possibility, we must get busy, 
and there is little time to waste. 

It should be automatically apparent to the 
city's civic organizations that this presents 
them with a real opportunity to serve thetr 
.community. Most ol these organizations have 
been marklns time during recent years, and 
with the war over. It wlii be to their own 
good for them to become active once more on 
something really worthwhile. 

While the city hasn't enough money for 
the complete Job, Mayor Sweet has Indicated 
between $3,000 and $4,000 could be set aside 
to help underwrite the total cost. The ex- 
pense of all necessary repairs and new Im- 
provements would approximate 112,000. 

Surely the v&rlalu civic organizations of 
Twin Falls con devise some means of round' 
Ing up the extra $8,000 that will be needed 
to make our swimming pool a modem layout 
In every respect. 

If no one organization cares to assume the 
full responsibility, why not make It a com- 
munity affair, with representatives from all 
organisations forming one executive body to 
MB that the project Is carried out? 
. Twin Falls doesn't want to face the prospect 
of having Its swimming pool condemned. On 
the contrary. It should pride Itself In having 
one of the outstanding pools In thb state!

ourt and a wave ot sulu against 
other employers followed. Sums In- 
'olved now top MJXIO,000,000. 
The Justice department contended: 
'Plainly an employer Is not en- 
titled to deduct trilling personal 
pursuit periods In computing Uie 
work week and by the same token 
the employe should not bo entitled 
to the addition ol trifling periods 
of preliminary activity."

for production.
